Although they continued to fight, 
the Cougars could not stop the Tigers 
or O’Neal. “Every team makes a run 
and we couldn’t stop them when they 
made theirs,” said senior guard 
Nathan Call. 

“You can’t hold a great player down 
the whole game,” said center Gary 
Trost. “He’s the most dominating in 
the game today.” 

“He is just so dominating and so 
intimidating,” Larson said. “Two 
hundred and ninety four pounds is 
hard to push around especially for me 
at 205 pounds.” 

“They did a nice job defensively,” 
Reid said. “They are the first team to 
zone us this year.” 

One ironic note was that BYU out- 
rebounded LSU 49-38. The Cougars 
have used their domitiance inside to 
win games all year, yet they have had 
a hard time out-rebounding their op- 
ponents. Thursday night the Cougars 
fell victim to a dominating inside 
game but were able to pull out 11 
more rebounds only to come away 
with a loss. 

Despite LSU’s dominance, head 
coach Dale Brown spoke highly of the 
Cougars. “This is by far the best 
tenth-seeded team I’ve seen ‘in the 
NCAA.” 

The Cougars ended their season 25- 
7, co-champions of the regular season 
WAC and winners of the WAC tour- 
nament. In the preseason polls, they 
were picked to finish fourth in the 
WAC.

Whites voted 68.7 percent to 31.3 percent 
in favor of change, giving de Klerk the mandate he 
needed to carry out his most important move: nego- 
tiating a new constitution to give the black majority 


He has agreed to the concept of an interim gov- 
ernment but disagrees with the ANC on how long 
it should rule. De Klerk also says the new constitu- 
tion should contain guarantees protecting rights of 
whites and other minorities. The ANC opposes 
this. 

In addition, both sides face opposition from 
right-wing conservatives who have vowed to fight 
rather than live under a black government. 

However, their trouncing Tuesday damaged the 
conservatives’ credibility, and de Klerk told Cable 
News Network in an interview Thursday he would 
not allow right-wingers to upset the reform pro- 
cess. 

“Yes, I expect a small radical core group will not 
just lie down and accept it, and will be thinking of 
doing some wild things,” he said. “But that is what 
the law is for, and we will apply the law.”

BOSTON — Paul Tsongas 
pulled out of the Democratic presi- 
dential race Thursday, blaming his 
campaign’s downfall on a BhOntagS 
of cash that kept him 
from effectively compet- 
ing against front-runner 
Bill Clinton. 

“The alternative was 
to play the role of spoiler. 
That is not what I’m 
about; that is not wor- 
thy,” said Tsongas, a can- 
cer survivor. “I did not 
survive my ordeals in or- 
der to be the agent of the 
re-election of George 
Bush.” 

His exit from the race 
leaves Clinton as the clear favorite 
to capture the Democratic nomina- 
tion, opposed only by the insurgent 
outsider’s candidacy of former 
California Gov. Jerry Brown. 

Tsongas’ withdrawal “makes 
Clinton the nominee, basically, to- 
day,” said Democratic consultant 
Victor Kamber. “The party is now 
going to try to coalesce around 
Clinton as quickly as possible.” 

“He is, barring something to- 
tally new and unexpected, the 
nominee,” said Ann Lewis, an- 
other Democratic consultant. 

Tsongas, 51, said he left the race 
“deeply fulfilled. The obligation of 
my survival has been met.” 

He said his campaign was too 
broke to compete in New York, 
which votes April 7, and that his 
commitment to the Democratic

Brown said he and 
Clinton would do “battle for the 
soul of the Democratic Party.” He 
has waged a low-cost outsiders’ 
campaign, refusing to accept cam- 
paign contributions of more than 
$100 and railing against the cor- 
rupting influence of money on poli- 
tics. 

Clinton said Tsongas’ decision 
meant “my strongest opponent is 
not going to be there anymore.” 

“But we fight on,” he said. “I 
don’t have the votes yet and there 
are a lot of important states coming 
up and the last thing I want these 
good people to think is that I’m tak- 
ing them for granted.” 

In the delegate race, Clinton has 
gathered 947, Tsongas 430, and 
Brown 129. 

Tsongas said he would not en- 
dorse Brown or Clinton and that he 
has no immediate plans for the fu- 
ture. 


House Postmaster quits 
after recent allegations

WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
Postmaster Robert V. Rota resigned 
Thursday, becoming the second 
House official in a week to quit follow- 
ing allegations of mismanagement. 

Rota, who resigned on his 57th 
birthday, ran a mail facility that has 
seen three former employees recently 
plead guilty to embezzlement and a 
fourth awaiting trial on that charge. 

U.S. postal inspectors have also re- 
ceived statements from at least one 
employee alleging drug dealing and 
drug use by employees of the facility. 

The U.S. attorney’s office said its 
criminal investigation is continuing, 
while a House Administration Com- 
mittee task force probes allegations of 
mismanagement. 

The Washington Times reported 
Thursday that there was an illegal 
check cashing operation at the post 
office. 

It said congressional and law en- 
forcement officials found that mem- 
bers of Congress reportedly cashed 
personal checks and campaign checks 
at the postal facility. 

Last Thursday, House Sergeant at 
Arms Jack Russ, who ran the cham- 
ber’s former bank, resigned after an

The committee found that Russ 
cashed 19 bad checks at the bank and 
failed to make promised reforms to 
end the facility’s liberal overdraft 
policies. 

The no-penalty overdrafts have en- 
snarled House members in a major 
scandal. The chamber’s ethics com- 
mittee plans to release, in two stages, 
the names of 355 current and former 
House members who wrote bad 
checks at the bank during a 39-month 
period. Russ was in charge of the 
now-defunct bank the entire time. 

Speaker Thomas 8S. Foley, D- 
Wash., told reporters that Rota “had 
been talking for some time” about re- 
tiring. “I don’t think there’s any con- 
nection...at all” with the latest news 
reports. 

Rota gave Foley a two-sentence 
resignation letter that mentioned 
none of the facility’s problems. “It had 
been an honor and pleasure to serve 
the members of Congress and this in- 
stitution for these many years,” Rota 
wrote. He became postmaster — an 
elected position — in 1972. His cur- 
rent term would have continued 
through the end of the current Con- 


gress. 


Special session requested 
to put prayer issue on ballot

SALT LAKE CITY — A Utah 
County lawmaker has asked Gov. 
Norm Bangerter to consider calling a 
special session to amend the state 
constitution to allow for prayer at 
public government meetings. 

Rep. John Valentine, R-Orem, said 
he has support from numerous col- 
leagues who are upset over a recent 
court ruling that restrictive language 
in the Utah Constitution prohibits 
prayer at city council meetings. 

“The governor said he would seri- 
ously consider (the request), just like 
he would seriously consider any other 
request for a special session,” said 
Steve Meacham, Bangerter’s chief of 
staff. 

Any call for a special session would 
have to be made soon — no later than 
this summer — to provide ample time 
to place the issue on the ballot in 


November. 

A constitutional amendment re- 
quires a two-thirds majority in both 
houses in order to place it on the bal- 
lot, where it would have to be ap- 
proved by the voters. 

The controversy results from a re- 
cent ruling in a lawsuit filed by a 
group opposed to the Salt Lake City 
Council opening its meetings with a 
prayer. Third District Judge J. Den- 
nis Frederick found that the state 
constitution, whose language is 
stricter than its federal counterpart, 
prohibits any mixing of religion and 
government. 

It says, in part: “No public money 
or property shall be appropriated for 
or applied to any religious worship, 
exercise or instruction, or for the sup- 
port of any ecclesiastical establish- 
ment.” The Salt Lake City Council 
voted this week to appeal the decision 
to the Utah Supreme Court.

Israel ready to deal with less foreign aid 


JERUSALEM — One out of every $10 spent in Israel comes from the 
United States, but there are growing signs that such largess won't last 
forever. 

The Bush administration’s refusal this week to provide $10 billion in loan 
guarantees has rekindled the debate over whether the Jewish state can cut the 
economic umbilical cord and begin striving for economic independence. 

“There are signs that people are recognizing there has to be a change,” 
Robert Lowenberg, president of Jerusalem’s Institute for Advanced Strategic 
and Political Studies, said Thursday. 

Weaning itself from foreign aid could be difficult for Israel as it struggles to 
deal with a wave of immigration from the Soviet Union. 

Israel had sought the U.S. guarantees to build housing and create jobs for 
the neweomers. About 350,000 Soviet Jews already have arrived and Israel 
hopes to draw up to 1 million by the middle of the decade. 

The United States linked the guarantees to a freeze on Jewish settlements 
in occupied Arab lands. Bush sees the settlements as an obstacle in the 
Mideast peace process. Israel argues the two issues are separate and refused 
the trade-off. 5 

Despite the massive foreign aid, Israel’s economy is struggling. Per capita 
income is falling, unemployment is 11 percent and rising, and inflation is stuck 
in double digits. 


Unemployment drops, points to rebound 


WASHINGTON — The merchandise trade deficit narrowed slightly to 
$5.77 billion in January even though American exports fell for a third straight 
month, the government said Thursday. 

The Bush administration called the weakness in exports temporary, but 
private economists worried that the lull could prove more lasting and imperil a 
sustained recovery. 

In another economic report Thursday, the Labor Department said that the 
number of newly laid off Americans filing for unemployment compensation 
totaled 433,000 in the week ending March 7, a decline of 27,000 from the 
previous week. 

The Bush administration said the drop in jobless claims was just one of a 
number of reports in recent weeks pointing to an economic rebound. 


Child sex abuse rocks Catholic Church 


CHICAGO — A flurry of child sex-abuse scandals has drawn the Roman 
Catholic Church into a far-ranging investigation of pedophile priests — a 
phenomenon critics say the church hierarchy has long kept muffled. 

In the last nine months, seven priests in the Chicago area have been 
removed from parishes and one has been indicted because of sexual mistreat- 
ment complaints involving children. 

Cardinal Joseph Bernardin appointed a three-member commission in Octo- 
ber to decide how to deal with pedophile priests. He acted following publicity 
over the church’s recurring failure to remove a priest accused of sexual 
mistreatment of youngsters in three suburban parishes. 

“In the earlier days people would say, ‘He goofed, he’ll be OK, we'll give him 
another chance,’ ” said Deacon Chris Baumann of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. But church leaders “are now realizing that the problem is a 
lot deeper than anybody thought.” 


Dow Corning drops implant business 


WASHINGTON — The Dow Corning Corp. called it quits Thursday for the 
production of silicone gel breast implants, a business it pioneered and led for 
three decades. 

An estimated 1 million American women have silicone gel implants. The 
safety of the devices is under review by the Food and Drug Administration, 
and the industry has observed a voluntary moratorium since early January. 

While saying it would never again manufacture a silicone gel implant, Dow 
Corning promised to spend $10 million on research into the safety issue. And it 
said it would contribute up to $1,200 per patient for any woman to have her 
implants removed if her doctor deems it necessary. 

The company already is beset with lawsuits potentially worth hundreds of 
millions of dollars. The firm has $250 million in ability insurance. 

“This is a decision that we have thought through very carefully,” Chairman 
Keith McKennon said at a news conference. “We have decided that Dow 
Corning will not resume the production or sales of breast implants,” he said. 

Dr. David Kessler, the FDA commissioner, asked for the moratorium on 
new installations of implants while his agency pursues the safety issues. The 
FDA has said it plans to make a final decision by April 20.

The task has barely begun to get 
feminist literature and criticism into 
the academic world, Cronin said. 
She said feminist readers and writ- 
ers became aware that the woman 
reader did not read as the man did. 

Cronin said feminist literature has 
been suppressed through the last 
couple of centuries. The 1970s was a 
decade when advocates for feminist 
literary criticism asserted great ef- 
forts for feminism in a male domi- 
nated society. She called this decade 
a “heroic phase of feminist litera- 
ture. 

Women developed new strategies 
for examining texts, she said. “The 
notion of voicing oneself became the 
order of the day.” 

During the 1970s literary criticism 
focused on motherhood, creativity 
and female bonding, Cronin said. 
The tension caused by such issues 
influenced education. 


reader,” Emery dl The American 
Business Press represents 725 spe- 
cialized business publications and is 
designed to help them reach their au- 
dience in the most effective way, he 
said. One way to do this is through 
integrated marketing, he said. 

Integrated marketing uses direct 
mail, newsletters, videos, trade con- 
ventions and other forms of communi- 
cations to bring information to the 
reader, he said. “These are tools to 
maximize communication with the 
reader,” he said. 

Another way to make specialized 
publications effective is to increase 
advertising, he said. The average cost 
per page for advertising in a special- 
ized business magazine ranges be- 
tween $5,000 to $8,000 as opposed to 


$40,000 in a magazine with a greater 
circulation, he said. 

One danger of increased advertis- 
ing is that magazines may decrease 
their editorial pages to put in more 
advertising, which hurts their rela- 
tionship with the reader, he said. 

Some advertisers have even begun 
their own publications. For example, 
IBM publishes a computer magazine. 
“This magazine would never say any- 
thing negative about IBM. These 
types of publications assume the 
reader is dumb,” he said. 

The changes in media, especially 
the magazine industry, provide great 
opportunities for jobs. Although the 
recession has caused cutbacks with 
some publications, others are thriv- 
ing, he said.

soon as they receive confirmation 
from the lab on a piece of evidence 
important to the case, he said. 

Tracy said it has taken detectives a 
long time to put the case together 
because of the “highly technical na- 
ture” of much of the evidence and the 
long periods of time needed for proper 
analysis from the lab. The large 
amount of evidence in the case — over 
160 pieces have been labeled and ana- 
lyzed — have also delayed detectives 
from filing charges against the sus- 
pect sooner. 

Shelley Ann Jiron, 22, and her ex- 
husband Joe Jiron, were involved in 
an automobile accident Dec. 17 when 
the car they were riding in ran off the 
road west of Utah Lake. The car trav- 
eled 687 feet through a cow pasture 
and crashed into a gully. 

Shelley Jiron was found dead at the 
scene, while Joe Jiron was taken to

University Hospital in Salt Lake City 
suffering from severe burns over 30 
percent of his body. 

Police originally believed Shelley 
Jiron died of injuries sustained from 
the accident until a report from the 
state medical examiner’s office classi- 
fied the death as a “homicide,” saying 
she died as a result of “strangling, 
choking or suffocation.” 

Police also learned that the interior 
of the car had been doused with gaso- 
line, and they found an empty gaso- 
line can and several burned matches 
in the back seat of the car. 

Tracy said the evidence the detec- 
tives are expecting from the lab will 
tell them what kind of crime they can 
charge the suspect with. 

“The evidence will substantiate the 
charges we are presenting to the 
(Utah) County Attorney,” Tracy 
said.

U students 
organize 
heterosexual 
club because 
of gay flier

A group has been formed at the 
University of Utah to give a voice to 
the silent heterosexual majority in re- 
sporise'to the-often vocal gay and les- 
bian community. 

Christopher Degn, 28, of Ogden, 
and Mark Stoddard, 27, of Santa Bar- 
bara, Calif., founded SMARTS, 
Straight Married/Monogamous Ab- 
stinent Responsible Teachers and 
Students, last month at the U of U. 

The proverbial straw that broke 
the camel’s back and prompted them 
to establish the group was a poster 
distributed on the U of U campus by a 
gay and lesbian organization. 

Degn and Stoddard said they felt 
the gay and lesbian community was 
receiving too much attention and they 
wanted to do something about it. 

The main goal of SMARTS, which 
currently has about 10 members, is to 
promote responsibility among stu- 
dents and teachers — not only in their 
sexual behavior — but in their advo- 
cacy of sexual practices. 

The platform SMARTS has estab- 
lished is monogamy within marriage 
and abstinence for single people. 

Though these standards strongly 
resemble those of The Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter-day Saints, Degn 
and Stoddard stress that the group is 
not religiously oriented. 

“What we're trying to do is take a 
message which is very strongly LDS, 
and put it into something that is more 
acceptable,” Stoddard said. 

“We're trying to appeal more from 
the point of view of sexual morals 
rather than spiritual morals — what 
is biologically smart,” Degn, a BYU 
alumnus, added. 

SMARTS has been contacted by 
several organizations, as well as 
members of the gay and lesbian com- 
munity, offering praises and support 
for their cause. 

While they say safe sex needs to be 
advocated, Degn and Stoddard stress 
that responsibility is a key factor that 
should be considered. 

“We want to send the message to 
help people realize that the ’90s is not 
the time to be promiscuous,” Degn 
said. 

A major concern Degn and Stod- 
dard have is establishing a dialogue 
with the Lesbian and Gay Student 
Union to communicate to them that 
SMARTS is not a “gay-bashing” orga- 
nization.

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Lecturer explores the pursuit of money

The pursuit of money was the theme of an execu- 
tive series lecture Thursday in the N. Eldon Tan- 
ner Building. Norm Nemrow, professor of account- 
ing at BYU, was the guest lecturer. 

Nemrow began his speech by asking why people 
major or minor in business. The answers ultimately 
pointed to the pursuit of money. 

Nemrow identified four reasons people pursue 
money. 

The first is fear or insecurity. “I grew up in the 
dustbow! Depression. This fostered an attitude of 
being unable to provide for my family,” he said. 

In the second grade Nemrow became highly mo- 
tivated to do well in school, believing that would be 
ameans for being a good provider for his family. He 
said he chose to major in accounting because of fear 


and to satisfy the need to be a good provider. 

Nemrow said people’s attitudes toward money is 
varied. “Some people hate to spend money. Going 
into a shopping mall makes them sick.” 

On the other side of the spectrum are people who 
love to go shopping often. 

Nemrow said he got his start in a real estate 
management firm in southern California, and after 
a few years he was made president. A few years 
later he sold the company. 

He invested the profits and was able to live com- 
fortably off the interest. 

“It was a great relief to have this cushion,” he 
said. 

Nemrow said he will never do things for a dollar 
again because he missed out on too many things in 
life. “My life was stripped of quality experiences.” 

The second reason people pursue money is to 
have flexibility in life, Nemrow said. 


He suggested people do things they enjoy as a 
career, and that they not be stuck suffering from 
the “grass-is-always-greener- on-the-other-side” 
syndrome. 

Financial independence is not having a lot of 
money, but having few expenses and obligations, 
Nemrow said. 

“Live within your means. Money doesn’t mean 
independence.” 

The third reason people pursue money is so they 
can be more charitable, Nemrow said. But a lot of 
people who say this are lying. “A lot of people say 
this, but only a few people perform.” 

The fourth reason people pursue money is as a 
barometer of success and accomplishment. ; 

“But profits alone do not alone imply success if 
they come at the expense of society’s well-being or 
the sacrifice of personal standards,” Nemrow 
said.
